busy weeks have just closed in which the 


most important aim in the lives of many 

was preparing Christmas gifts for Uncle 
Sams soldiers, sailors and marines. A mi- 

lion and a half “Christmas packets,” rerre- 
senting an expenditure of 2.250, 000, have 
been gotten ready by the American Red 

Cross and are now on their way to their des- 
tinationa. 

From Hoboken the early part of this 
month. sailed the “Christmas ship” bearing 
thousands of packages. big and little, to 
loved ones across the sea. 

Under the auspices of the VMC. A. thous 
‘ands of boys in this country will have Christ 
mas dinners in private homes, and will 
know a real Christmas Day. 

Over there, in dugout and tent, there will 
be celebrations planned according to the de- 
sires of those for whom they are arranged. 
At the various cantonments, under the dire 
tion of the American Red Cross, will be huge 
Christmas trees. 

Already thousands of turkeys have gone to 
Europe, together with barrels of cranberries, 
that our boys may be assured of the most 
important parts of their Christmas Day 
“spread.” 

While it may be safely said that pratti- 
cally no woman's organization in this coun- 
try has failed to share in the work of mak- 
ing Christmas a happy day for the men in the 
service, the most comprehensive campaign 
with this end in view was conducted by the 
American Red Cross, through the Christmas 
packets committee, under James G. 
Raine, Jr. 

Long before Christmas had begun to play 


any part in the preparations of most per- 


sons, the Red Cross ‘ssued a call to its thir- 
teen divisiona] heads, and through them to 
the 3000 chapters which make up the mem- 
bership of the organization. The plan was 
to insure every soldier in France, every 
sailor on the high seas and in naval stations 
and training schools, every marine and every 
man in camp and cantonment receiving at 
least one package on Christmas. si 
To do that it was necessary to have 1,500,- 
000 packets. The Red Cross proportioned 
that number among its 3000 chapters. Each 
packet represents an expenditure of $1.50, 
and contains such articles as it was possible 
to place in a small space, articles that would 
neither break nor spoil during the long voy- 
age to France. Because of the fact that 
thousands of the packets were destined for 
abroad, and because it would neither be prac- 
tical nor fair to designate certain packets for 
that purpose, suggestions had to be made 
with regard to the packing of all the packets. 
Games, smoking articles, writing conveni- 
ences and such dried fruits and candies as 
could be safely sent, constituted the greater 
portion of the list of suggested gifts. While 
it was not the intention of the Red Cross to 
lay down any hard and fast rules in regard 


our soldiers and sailors. As a result of that 
call we hope that every soldier in France, 
every sallor on the seas, in naval stations 
and training schools, every marine and 
every man in camp and cantonment in this 
country will receive a Christmas packet as 
sent out by the Red Cross. 


“We endeavored to make ag equitable a 


distribution of the work of preparing these 
packets as possible. Dividing the number 
of packages needed among the thirteen divi- 
sions into which the Red Cross is divided, 
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that number was in turn proportioned 
among the chapters in each division. In 
this way not only was the work distributed 
fairly, but with every chapter having an al 
lotted number of packets to supply, it was 
more nearly possible to have the total num- 
er gere than by having each chapter 
send in as much as they felt they could do. 

“As rapidiy as a sufficient number of 
these packets are ready for shipment they 
are sent to our divisional warehouses and 
from there direct to points of transporta- 
tion. Sufficient space on vessels going to 
Europe had been reserved to insure a suffi. 
cent number being sent across for every 
soldier there. 

“The response to our call was wonder- 
ful, especial’y when it is taken into con- 
sideration that each packet represents an 
expenditure of $1.50. 

“The onl? flaw in the campaign has been 
the fact that there has been a tendency on 
the part of many persons to designate for 
individuai soldiers or sallors the particular 
packets for which they were responsible. 
They also want, for example, to Insist that 
they go ‘to the boys in the trenches.’ This 
is an absolute impossibility. The packets 
must be concentrated ai the nearest divi- 
sional] warehorvses, and from there sent to 
whatever fine! destination is already ar- 
ranged for. In the South have been accu- 
mulated many thousands of these packets, 
which will go to the men in the numerous 
camps at that section of the country. To 
have sent a small ,ercentage of these pack- 
ets to some other warehouse, from which 
they would have gone to France, would 
manifestly have been impcessible. 

“Packets for the men in France were 
sent direct to the head of the Red Cross 
work in Europe, Maj. Grayson M. P. Mur- 
phy, who will have charge of their distribu- 
tion. in the navy the method of distribu. 
tion will be through the proper naval] au- 
thorities already designated by Secretary 
Daniels. At the camps and cantonments 
the gifts will be given out by our regular 
workers. 

“At each castonment is a volunteer Red 
Cross worker, past draft age, who lives at 
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the cantonment and is known as a field 
director, having charge of the supply ware 
house there, which may be called upon at 
any time by the Army Medical Corps for 
emergency supplies. He will supervise the 
giving out of the packets, as well as have 
charge of the Christmas trees. These trees 
will have in their topmost bough a cross of 
red electric lights.” 

While no general programme for Christ- 
mas observances has been prepared by the 
VM. CA., its workers in this country and 


abroad are making their preparations for 


the day. As was done at Thanksviging, as 
many men as can possibly be spared from 
the camps and cantonments will be given 
passes, and for all these the Y.M.C.A. will 
have obtained invitations to private homes 
for Christmas dinner. It is hoped by 
Y.M.C.A. officials that in this way a touch of 
“hominess” will be added to the day of 
thousands of men fn training, which, in ad- 
dition to the plans for the day at the camps, 
will make Christmas a happy day for them, 

What will be done abroad for the men 
is being left to the direction of the indi- 
vidual heads of the “tents” and “dugouts” 
there. One official, in speaking of the plans 
in Europe, said: 

“Nothing has been done so far as making 
a general programme is concerned, but 
each worker can plan his day according to 
the wishes of the men he comes in contact 
with. During the first year of the war I 
was in France at Christmas. At the dugout 
in which I spent the day we held a dance, 
which was what the men most desired. 
The people in the immediate vicinity of this 
V. Mu. C. A. had knit stockings and gloves 
for the men, and these were given out. At 
one of the tents in the same locality the 
boys wanted a Christmas tree, and so that 
was made the chief feature of the day. * 

“Tt is, of course, certain that plans are 
being made for the day. In ¢o-operation 
with the American Red Cross we will dis- 
tribute the Christmas packets in France 
from our tents and dugouts.” 

Differing from the thousands of packets 
sent across by the Red Cross are those 
other thousands which constitute the cargo

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MOBIILIZING THE MOTOR CAR. 


Great Industry Has Come to Aid of Nation. By Frank G. Carpenteh 


Million Skilled Machinists.

D'. (Mich.)—Within the past few 


months the chief automobile fagtories 
in the United States have been put to 


work on war orders. Some of them are 
making motor trucks, some armored cars 
and others rapid automobiles for. carrying 
dispatches. Many of the shops are making 
ambulances and some, | doubt not, although 
i cannot tell where, are manufacturing the 
mighty tanks or forts upon wheels, which 
roll over the country crushing down every- 
thing in their way ‘ 

Long before we entered the war, Detroit 
was making automobiles and motor trucks 
for the French and the English. One of 
its firms supplied 9000 cars to the armies in 
France and another exported §1,600,000 
worth of war ambulances. One of the mak- 
ers of high-priced cars has already shipped 
5000 trucks to Furope, and another, which 
makes a $2500 automobile, has sent 6000 af 
his vehicles across the ocean. An estal 
lishment making a well known cheap ma- 
chine recently -ompleted one order for 10, 
000 ambulances and another company is 
turning out 150 airplane motors every day. 
The government is having the machinery of 
many of the factories adapted to special 
war work. Some are making munitions, 
others are constructing gas engines for the 
use of the army and navy, and, in fact, the 
whole motor car industry has been brought 
to the ald of the nation in our fight with 
the Germane 


Motor Industry as War Asset. 


To show you what this industry amounts 
to as a war asset, I will give some of the 
latest figures concerning it. It grows so fast 
that it is almost impossible to overestimate 
it. It amounted to nothing twenty-five years 
ago, and ten years since it was a bagatelle, 
in comparison with others of our great in 
dustrial forces. Today the government of- 
ficials admit that it stands next to steel and 
ships in importance and they are rapidly 
mobilizing ite machine shops and men. 

The automobile and motor car establish- 
ments of the "United States are now scat- 
tered over thirty States of the Union. There 
ate 455 of them. There are over eighty in 
Michigan, fifty in Tl'imois, sixty-four in Ohio 
and forty-five in “ew York. Pennsylvania 
has thirty-three Minnesota, twenty: Massa- 
chusetts, eig been; and California, sixteen, 
with less umbers scattered throughout 
other parts of the country. In addition 
there are perhaps three times as many 
plants making automobile bodies, accesso 
ries and parts. 

These establishments have in their em- 
ploy the most skilled army of machinists 
ever gotten together. There are 980,000 of 
them, and added to this number are double 
as many men connected with the subordi- 
nate industries, which make parts, tires and 
other things dependent upon the automobile 
trade. There are a vast number making 
gas engines which can be used on airplanes, 
boats and vehicles of other kinds and the 
whole force is almost.as important to our 
army as the men in the field. 

Our motor cars now number more than 


4,000,000. This means one car to every five 


families in the United States, and it is es- 
timated by Logan Waller Page, the head of 
the bureau of public roads, that we have a 
motor vehicle of one kind or another to al- 
most every mile of public and country road 
in the Union. The statisticians of the 
World Almanac say that our automobiles 
ran last year the enormous distance of 15,- 
000,000,000 miles, which is equal to 600,000 
times around the earth, or 166 times the dis- 
tance between the earth and the sun. The 
figures seem incredible, but I take them 
from the almanac which lies before me. 
During that year we burned more than 
1,000,000,000 gallons of gasoline in our mo- 
tor cars, and wore out more than $12,000,- 
000 worth of tires. This is truly something 
of a business to have grown up in twenty 
five years. 

And now just a word about the history 
of the motor car. The attempt at its inven- 
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tion is by no Means new. The idea was con- 
ceived long before the invention of the 
bicycle, and as early as 1680 when Boston 
was but a few scattering houses with cow- 
paths as streets, Sir Isaac Newton proposed 
a steam carriage to be moved by the reac 
tionary discharge of a jet of steam directed 
from the rear. About a hundred years late: 
Watts took out patents adapting his steam 
engine to carriages running on land, and it 
was after the close of the Revolutionary 
War that Oliver Evans obtained a patent in 
Maryland for the exclusive right to make 
steam road wagons. It was a Mttle before 
the Declaration of Independence was signed 
that a Frenchman, Capt. Nicholas Joseph 
Cugnot, invented the first motor-propelled 
road vehicle that actually ran, and a model 
of his steam carriage is still to be seen in 
one of the museums of Paris. This man 
u „ the father of the automobile. He was 
rewarded for his invention with a pension 
of less than $200 a year and he died poor. 
His invention never became practicable. 
The next advance was by an Englishman 
named Trevithick, who built a steam auto 
mobile which did better than the car of 
Cugnot, and this was followed by the ma 
chine patented by Oliver Evans, who 
mounted an engine on a four-wheeled wagon 
and drove it around the circle where the 
City Hall of Philadelphia now stands, and 
then down to the Schuylkill River, where 
the engine Was taken off and connected wit» 
a paddie-wheeled boat, which i made to 
move down the stream. About thHirty or 
forty years later an Englishman named Han- 
cock established a coach line run by steam 
over the ordinary roadways. He kept his 
car running for twenty weeks and during 
that time carried more than 12,000 passen-

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The steam engine, however, did not prove 
to be practical and it was not until the ex- 
plosive gas engine was invented that the 
commercial automobile had any chance of 
success. This was first patented in England 
about seventy-nine years ago. Later on it 
was attempted in France, and in 1879 George 
8. Selden, an American, filed an application 
at Washington for a patent gas engine. His 
patent Was not granted until 1895, and it 
formed, to a large extent, the basis of our 
automobile industry. Since then there have 
been inventions of many kinds, and the auto- 
mobile business has steadily grown. In 1899 
there were fifty-seven facteries making auto- 
mobiles, with an annual output of 3700 ma- 
chines, which sold for a little less than 
$5,000,000, and four years later the produc- 
tion had risen to 11,000 machines. In 1910, 
fifteen years after the Selden patent was 
granted, the number of cars produced was 
187,000, and by 1915 the number of cars in 
use had grown to more than 2,000,000. In 
1916 we had, according to the government 
count, more than 3,500,000 motor cars and 
250,000 motor cycles, nearly all of which 
were run by gas engines. As I have said, 
the number of cars in use today is probably 
more than 4,000,000.

The value of the motor car in the field of 
war cannot be overestimated. The armies 
now fighting have several thousand such 
vebicles.

gress as to the value of motor transports, 
and gave recommendations as to the in- 
crease of this branch of our army estab 
lishment. It advised that auto trucks be 
used for moving the men and guns, and 
stated that a single truck would carry 
twenty men and equipment. It stated that 
the trucks could be supplied with trailers 
and showed how a comparatively few could 
bring a thousand men to the reinforcement 
of the trenches within a few minutes. Such 
trucks are expected to make twelve miles 
per hour and to travel 100 miles in a day. 
For all-round service the one-and-one-half- 
ton truck ig the best. 

The motor transport of the modern army 
is thoroughly ‘organized. It has its officers 
and its privates, its trained chauffeurs and 
its machinists. 
in the field is what is known as an automo- 
bile park or motor car hospital. This is 
where the vehicles are taken for repairs. 
Ordinary road troubles are remedied by the 
chauffeurs, who carry extra parts with them, 
but other repairs are made in these ma- 
chine shops, which have power lathes, shap- 
ers, vulcanizing shops and blacksmith 
shons. Every park has its oxyacetylene 
welding outfit, by which the broken parts 
of steel, brass or aluminum can be joined 
together. There are usually several hundred 
cars in each park, and the machinists and 
other repair men are under the command of 
a captain and two lieutenants. 
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walls are not visible and you can hardly see 
the ceiling. There is a shrieking of the 
cutting of steel upon steel, a buzzine of 
wheels like the swarming of locusts, and 
here and there at intervals are to be seen 
men in blue overalls directing the machines. 

The machinery of such a factory is so ar- 
ranged that it forms one continuous process 
of construction. The raw material in the 
shape of rough forgings and rough castings 
startsin at one end of the department, and 
it passes through machine after machine 
until it comes out ready to be assembled 
into the car. At the same time other parts 
are coming along through other machines 
and the result is that the raw material goes 
in at one end of the factory and*comes out 
at the other end in ambulances, motor 
trucks and war vehicles of one kind or an- 
other. 

The same methods are used in making 
fas engines which will go to the aviation 
camps t be parts of the flying machines 
made there or to the making of other parts 
for the use in various kinds of war ma- 
chinery.

In the war work of today everything is 
analyzed and is tested to the thousandth 
of an inch to be sure that it will fit the 
specifications and needs to which it is to be 
put. This great factory tests the steel be 
fore it goes into its furnaces and the ma 
terials are tested again and again until they 
come out ih the completed product. There 
is mo guesswork and the machinery of con- 
struction is such that mistakes can be traced 
to the exact department and to the man who 
makes them. Every motor car that goes 
to the battlefield of France bas its number. 


and if one breaks down without cause in the 


midst of a battle, that number of the defec day 


tive part could be sent back here and the 
man Who made it be traced. 

As far as possible all sorts of war work 
are being standardized. The government 
wants its supplies in vast numbers, and hun- 
dreds of men are engaged on the same part, 
turning it day in and day out, all the year 
through. This is so of gas engines, of cylin- 
ders of various kinds, of magnetos and of 
all the parts that go to make up a car. 


During my stay at this factory I watched 
them paying the hands. About 50,000 are 
paid every week and a string of employees, 
men and women, of a hundred different 
nationalities go by the pay window all day 
long. Fach gets his money ds he passes, 
and that in a little pay envelope half as big 
as those used for ordinary correspondence. 
On the outside is marked the man’s name, 
and inside are bills. I ran over some of the 
envelopes and saw they were marked “$50,” 
“$60” and upward. I opened one envelope 
and the bills and exact change were inside. 
The amount paid out in one day is often as 
much as $200,000 and it averages more than 
$150,000 every twenty-four hours. During 
the month of May last it was more than 
$5,000,000. I am told that a large proportion 
of the workmen receive $5 and upward per 
day. 

This company has a profit-sharing system 
based upon the habits, thrift and work of 
the men and the use they make of thelr 
money. The share of the profits given each 
employee is distinct from his wages, and the 


the employees make $5 and upward per 


The officials tell me that this profit sharing 
has been a success, that it has doubled the 
bank deposits of the men, increased the 
number of homes owned by about 100 per 
cent. and the value of the houses bought 
npon contract from a little more than $3,000, 
000 to more than $5,500,000. 

I asked as to the effect of this system as a 
cost, efficiency proposition; the manager re- 
plied that they thought it was more than 
paying, in better work, greater output and in 
leas change of hands. There are sometning 
like 5000 women employed in the plant, who 
get the same money asthe men doing simi- 
lar work. When their wages were raised to 
an equality with those of the men, their et- 
ficiency at once jumped more than 50 per 
cent. — 

“One of the most important values of this 
profit-sharing system,” sald one of the men 
at the head of the factory, “Is that our em- 
ployes stay with us, and we do not have to 
be continually hiring new men. Before we 
introduced it, in order to keep a continuous 
force of a little more than 13,000 men, we 
had to hire as many as 52,000 new hands 
throughout the year. Immediately after the 
profit-sharing was introdueed with a force of 
men of a little more than 18,000, the new 
men employed numbered only 14,000. By a 
careful study of cost efficiency, we find that 
it costs us just about $70 to hire a man and 
fit him for his job. In 1913 we discharged 
over 8000 men, and in 1915 the number dis- 
charged was only twenty-seven. Multiply 70 
by 8000 or 560,000 and you. will have the

Pommes frites supply a satisfying and nu- 
tritfous meal for a few cents. They are 
especially appreciated by mill employees, 
who are glad to get something hot to eat 
with their cold luncheons. 

As each city and village in the surround- 
ing country holds an annual fair at some 
time in the year, certain vendors always 


go from town to town where the fairs are 
being held, erect their portable houses or 
booths, and sell pommes frites with other 
light refreshments. These booths are often 
elaborately made, with tables, chairs, mir 
rors and electric lights, and their proprie- 
tors sometimes sel] a good many hundred- 
weight of potatoes’ a day. 

There are fewer colder places on a win- 
ters night than the streets of London. 
Naturally, anything warm is welcomed by 
wayfarers. Roasted chestnuts and hot pies 
stand high in public favor, but the cry of 
“Baked potatoes, all hot! is peculiarly in- 
viting. 

The simplest form of potatocan—really

more like a box than a can—is of plain, 
unpainted tin, not unlike that of the street 
pie-man. In the central portion the pota- 
toes are kept hot, while in compartments 
on each side salt and butter are kept. A 
large pepper box usually stands on the top 
of the can. A small valve lets out the 
steam, and its whistling guides the traveler 
in search of a hot potato. 

Street corners, where an omnibus stops, 
Or gear places of amusement are favorite 
spots for the vendors of this delicacy. The 
season lasts from the latter part of Septem- 
ber until about the end of March It is 
said that more than 3000 persons gain their 
livelihood in this way in the streets of 
London.—{Edwin Tarrisse.

The White Russians. 


The White or Blond Russians, numbering 
about 17,000,000, are more purely Slavic 
than any of the other Russians but are not so 
distinctly differentiated in language as the 
Little Russians. The pure Slavic type is 
characterized traditionally by yellow lair 
and blue eyes. The White Rue are 
found north of the Little Russians in the 
upper valleys of the Dueper, Dwina and the 
Nieman. At different times both the White 
and Little Russians have been under Polish 
control. The alphabet of all the Russians 
is the modified Greek: only the Serbs of the 
Southern Slavs have this same alphabet, the 
Croats, Czechs and Poles having the Latin. 
There are only a few songs in the White 
Russian, one of the most neglected of the 
Russian tongues. 

Once Independent Poland. 


The Poles, a fourth Slavic nationality, are 


sharply differentiated from the Russians in 
many ways. Culturally they belong to 
Western Furope: they have adopted the Ro 
man Catholic religion, and use tha. Latin 
alphabet. They have had a long period of 
national independence and are one of the 
most distinctive nationalities in the world. 
A comparison with the Irish shows the 
national vigor of Poland. The Irish have 
practically lost their own lapcuage and have 
adopted English in its place whereas the 
Poles are holding on to ft'.eir own speech 
with bull-dog tenacity. Besides he distinct 
language, Poland has a separate literature, 
her own music, manners and customs. After 
a glorious period of inde.endence the Poles 
were divided between Austria, Russia and 
Prussia; they have never ceased to long for 
the lost union and independence. Their his- 
tory is a long story but it is interesting at

To Improve China’s Communications. 

Peking.—China’s new conference on com- 
munications ‘.cs begun its work for the im- 
provement of all means of i ‘ercourse. At 
its first meeting plans wer: bmitted and 
committees appointed to Ic into China’t 
present prob'ems and devise practical meth- 
ods of solution. In the absence of Mr. Lu 
Meng-hsiung, the chairman of the commit- 
tee, Dr. Jeme Tien-yu, one of China's best 
known railway experts, took the chair. 
Sixty-nine delegates from various railroads, 
the telegraph administration and the postal 
service were present. 

The first subject discussed by the confer- 
ence was the drawing of a new railway map. 
In view of the fact that so many new lines 
are being projected at present, it was de- 
cided to leave the question of the map to a 
committee who could handie the question as 
soon as progress on the lines made the mat- 
ter practicable. The second proposal sub- 
mitted was the establishment of postal sav- 
ings banks. A special committee was ap- 
pointed to look into the matter, decide on 
locations, fix the rate of interest, etc. A 
third proposal was that China should enter 
the international telegraph union, and was 
unanimously approved, the matter being 
transmitted to the Minister of Communica- 
tions for action. The fourth and last matter 
under discussion was the question of 
through traffic by land and water to facili- 
tate the handling of goods. This subject 
also went into the hands of a committee, 
who will report progress at the next meet- 
ing. It was the idea of some members of 
the conference that meh could be regularly 
trained for railway service, but inasmuch as 
there were no practical suggestions forth- 
coming, the matter was left over for further 


consideration.

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SUPERSTITIONS ABOUT PRECIOUS

ROM the time of the Montezumas, the 
Pharoahs and the Incas, jewels have 
been held in high esteem. The seers, 

istrologers and wise men of the past found 
nuch in them to help bear out their predic 
ions. Astrologers not only believed that 
ach gem held certain planetary influences, 
ut also that each month of the year held 
, certain stone that was sacred to it and 
hat this “birth stone.” as it was known, 
vould bring the wearer luck So great was 
he superstition attached to precious stones 
hat they were said to be endowed with life. 
This was true especially o. the diamond 
vhich was said to become “rough and pale” if 
in injury Was done to it. 

Every one has heard of how under certain 
onditions pearls change their color and be- 
me dull and lusterless unless worn occa- 
ionally, and of how the turquoise changes 
ts color. 

It was believed that if an amethyst were 
zung around the neck of a drunkard it 
‘would cure him; a corneltan Was supposed 
o cause melancholy; the onyx was an em- 
tiem of sadness; the red agate banished 
‘vil thoughts and was also a cure for in- 
vmnia; the sard created friendship between 
nen and women: the sardonyx inspired 
nodesty and chastity; the cat's eye induced 
vealth and a long life; jasper created the 
sift of eloquence and was, therefore, the 
nost appropriate gift to bestow on a lawyer 
v a preacher; coral inspired its wearer 
vith courage, drove away murderers and 
‘vil spirits and cured diseases of the eyes. 
Nearly all precious stones were supposed to 
ve some sort of healing power. Aqua- 
narine gave hope to the sorrowing: while 
he beryl exercised a peculiar charm over 
voman, as it enabled her, through its magic 
power, to obtain the favor of the man she 
oved. Malachite stood for peace of mind, 
success in business and law suits 


pal a Lucky Stone. 


Strange as it may seem in many instances 
he opal is listed with the sapphire and to- 
maz as one of the “lucky stones Another 
‘act about opals, perhaps not generally 
cndwn, is that they are very perishable Ex- 
derts say that even the finest Hungarian 
specimens lose their life and color within a 
~¢htury or less, and some Mexican opals be 
‘ome filled with flaws within a few years. 
nthe Far East the superstition concern- 
ne this beautiful stone does not exist, as 
here they are used in the form of an amu- 
et, which as every one knows, is a charm 
againet evil. 

Ove of the most famous diamonds in the 
world, and perhaps the most unlucky, is the 
‘famous great Hope blue diamond, which is 
said to have brought misfortune on all who

wore it. Some years ago Lord Francis 
Hope tried to get the permission of the 
English court to sell it, but was unsuccess- 
ful. The jewel has been given an estimated 
value of 18,000 pounds (about $90,000.) It 
is blue in color, which is extremely rare, 
and weighs 14% carats. Some authorities 
claim that this stone is a part of the fa- 
mous blue Tavernier diamond which was 
bought by Tavernier in England in 1642, 
sold to Louis XIV, and disappeared during 
the French Revolution. in 1830 a blue dia- 
mond without a history was sold to Henry 
Hope and this was probably a part of the 
Tavernier diamond. The other part was in 
the possession of the late Duke of Bruns- 
wick of Geneva. 


The Saucy Diamond. 


Another famous diamond which is said to 
bring bad luck in its train is the Saucy dia- 
mond. Charles the Bold wore this stone 
when he was killed in the Rattle of Nancy 
in 1477, and the servant to whom the gem 
Was entrusted was slain on the highway. 
Henrietta of France, wife of the ilitated 
Charles I of England, wore it and carried it 
with her when she fled to France. Later, 
forced by poverty, she sold it. The diamond 
was then bought by the Crown and with its 
new owners seemed to change its character. 
In 1792 it was sold with the “Regent” and 
several other celebrated stones. Since 1829 
it has been in the possession of a Russ 
Prince. 


Large Diamonds Untucky. 


An eastern superstition is to the effect 
that very large diamonds are unlucky, which 
seems to have some grain of truth judging 
by the train of bad luck and misfertune 
that has followed in the wake of many of 
the larger diamonds. 

The moonstone, an Indian diamond around 
which. Wilkie Collins wrote his famous 
novel, was particularily unlucky to its pos- 
sessors. This stone is still in existence, but 
the real stone is probably the “Moon of 
Mountains,” which belonged to Nadir Shah. 
who was murdered by his own troops. The 
stone has a bloody history. Murder after 
murder has been committed for its posses- 
sion. Two brothers murdered a Jew to get 
hold of It, and then one brother murdered 
the other. An Armenian merchant named 
Shaffrass, by a series of crimes finally came 
into possession of it. It is now in the im- 
perial scepter of Russia, but since imperial 
ism is a thing of the past in that War torn 
country its future fate is problematical. 


History of the Koh-i-nor. 


The “Koh-i-noor” (“Mountain of Light“) 
is another famous diamond once known as 


the “Great Mogul.” ln the fourteenth cen- 
tury this stone was held by the Rajah of 
Malwa. In the seventeenth century it was 
owned by Aurungzeve, the Great. The Shad 
Jihn sent it to Hortensio Borgia to be cut, 
but the Venetian lapidary reduced it from 
793% carats to 186, leaving it cull and lus- 
terless. It was restored and passed to 
Aurungzeve's great-grandson who Wore it in 
his turban. Nadir Shah invited him to a 
feast and there insisted on changing tur- 
bans to “cement their love.” It thus fell 
into Nadir’s hands, who called it Koh-“ 
noor.” It next passed into the hands of 
Ahmed Shah, the founder of the. Cubal 
dynasty; was next extorted 
Shuga by Ramjeet Singh, who wore it in a 
bracelet. It was then deposited in the La- 
hore treasury, and after the annexation of 
Punjab was presented to Queen Victoria in 
1849. It is now reduced to 106 carats, and 
is supposed to be worth $140,000. The 
“Koh-i-noor” was for centuries the talisman 


of India. Some years ago the government 


of Borneo offered a fabulous sum and sent 
two well-equipped war brigs containing a 
number of cannon for the famous stone, but 
the Rajah refused their offer on the grounds 
that the fortunes of his family were too 
closely linked with it; also that the water in 
which it was dipped had the power of cur- 
ing all diseases Another diamond of the 
same name is in the possesion of the Shah 
of Persia. One of the Russian crown jewels 
is a red diamond said to be of inestimable 
worth. 


The Egyptian Scarab. 


Engraved stones were thought to be par- 
ticularly lucky to their possessors. The fa- 
mous Egyptian scarab is nothing but an in- 
sect which deposits its-eggs in a heap of 
offal which it rolls along with its legs until 
it becomes round and hard. To the Egyp- 
tians this ball typified the world. They also 
believed that the scarabael were all male 
which typified the type of fatherhood and 
man, thus representing regeneration or rein- 
carnation, and so became to them an em- 
blem of immortality. 

Many Italians believe in the power of the 
evil eye, and many and curious are the 
amulets they employ to avert this power. 
One of these is an engraved sard, an eye 
in the center and grouped about it the days 
of the week, each being represented by its 
particular divinity. Malachite was also used 
in certain parts of Italy to divert this evil 
power and was known as the “Peacock 
Stone.” The cock is looked upon by the 
peasants of Italy as being a sure cure for 
the dreaded jettutura, or Evil Eye. He is 
supposed to be the defender of the weak; 
especially does he protect women and chil-

Black Nod. 


THE QUEER OLD MESSENGER OF THE 
KING,

Many an American, visiting the British 
House of Commons, has heard with aston- 
ishment the cry, “Black Rod is coming!” 
and wondered what was happening. 

“Black Rod is simply an indication of the 
persistency with which the British cling to 
a bit of antique mummery. Whenever, in 
the Commons, this cry is uttered, the 
sergeant-at-arms springs to his feet, closes 
the doors leading into the lobby, and turns 
the key in the lock. Having thus diamatic- 

i insured the Co 1mons against an attack, 

» sergeant-at-aarms takes his position in 
front of a small window, where he listens 
tu three taps on the door. Sergeant at- arms 
then politely asks what is wanted, and 

arns that Black Rod has a message to be 

livered to the speaker and the Commons. 


Then, when the door is opened, an old 
gentleman in black is seen to come slowly 
into the chamber. On his queer old coat 
are three black rows; he wears black silk 
stockings and trunks; a blac’ coat is held 
under one arm, and a short, black rod, with 
a sold button at the end, ts in his other 
hand. 

Black Rod is most ceremonious. He bows 
three times to the Speaker, and delivers his 
message, while the members of the Com 
nous put on their hats. Mr. Speaker and 
the Commons are requested ‘o enter the 
House of Lords to listen to the King's as- 
sent to an act which has passed both houses 
of Parliament. 


Black Rod then bows to the Speaker, 
walks backward step by step, to the center 
of the House, and repeats the salutation. At 
ihe door he pause@\again, and bows even 
lower. 

Sergeant-at- arms swings his mace on his 
shoulder and follows Black Rod. Behind 
comes the Speaker in his official robes. The 
members on the benches take off their hats 
and rise in their places. About half a 
dozen of them follow the Speaker into the 
House of lords The Speaker raises his 
cocked hat thrice, and salutes the Lord 
Chancellor. The message of royal assent is 
read, and there is a further exchange of 
salutes. 

The Speaker returns to the House in 
solemn state and the mace is laid on the 
table. The business of the Commons is re- 
sumed without further interruption from the 
polite old gentleman in black. 

This ceremony is, of course, a survival of 
the Middle Ages; when the House of Com- 
mons found it necessary to protect itself 
against the Crown and the Lords. The door 
closed in the face of Black Rod, the negoti- 
ations at the wicket, and the hats on the 
members’ heads were signs of the jealousy 
with which the Commons defended their 
legislative rights. The courtesies ex- 
changed between the Speaker and Black 
Rod implied the willingness of the two 
Houses to confer peaceably together.

Pity the Poor Pedestrian. 
I LOOKS as if Americans would, before 


long, forget how to walk. It is not un- 


common to see people take a car to 
ride two blocks. In England, men and 
women think nothing of long cross country 
walks, even in rainy weather. Queen Vic- 
toria took her dally tramp, rain or shine. 


Walking, as an exercise, has several ad- 
vantages. It is inexpensive; it requires no 
appliance; and it leads you into the open 
air. Uf a correct position is maintained— 
which will then soon become habitual)—the 
muscles occasionally tensed; and a few devp 
breaths taken, from time to time, you may 
get fine exercise out of a walk. Walking 
will not, however, replace some exercise of 
the upper part of the body. 

Walk with an object in view, whether it 
is botanizing, or kodaking, or visiting 
friendé#. A good plan for city people is to 
walk one way to theeoffice, or part of the 
way. Get congenial company if you can, 
Some people find themselves excellent com- 
pany. 

When I was young, in England, I was a 
great walker. I would often start off with 
a friend from the suburbs of London, on u 
Saturday afternoon, and walk down to 
Brighton, fifty miles distant. My longest 
tramp was sixty-eight miles in eighteen 
hours, through the lanes of Kent, running 
the last mile to catch a train In Switzer- 
land, fifty years a@, I took, alone, a two 

months’ walking trip, with a knapsack and 

sketch book, covering on an average thirty 
miles a day. I never enjoyed myself more 
in my life, my total expenses, includ- 
ing occasional short trips by train or boat, 
did not amount to more than five francs a 
day. But then, I spoke Swiss German.

I lost twenty-seven pounds and 
came away from the hospital in worse shape 
than when I went there.” 

If the hospital managers really want their 
patients to make rapid recoveries, why don’t 
they try fasting and a light, simple, abste- 
mious diet and note results? This would 
certainly be a more legitimate form of “med- 
ical research” than the cutting up of anl- 
mals.

A Radical Food Reformer. 


G. G. Porter of the Porter-Cable Machine 
Company of Syracuse, N. V., is an earnest 
student of the care of the body, and a 
radical food reformer, not only in theory, 
but im practice. In a recent letter to me, 
he wrote as follows: 

“From previous correspondence you are 
acquainted with the fact that a few years 
ago I was almost a nervous and physica! 
wreck and quite obese, my weight being 
206 pounds, height five feet nine and one 
half inches This was in spite of all that 
medical science could do or had done, at 
any rate (and they certainly did do me up 
proper with their dope.)

I have not had an ache, pain or any 
il feeling in two years. I get along very 
nicely on five or six hours’ sleep, no mat- 
ter how hard I work, either mentally or 
p»ysically, and generally speaking. I don’t 
know what it is to be tired or hungry. 

“Tl have the H.C. of L. beat to a frazzle, as 
it only costs me from 5 to 15 cents a day 
to live, and I live on the best food in the 
land. 

“Bpeaking of wheatiers meals and meat- 
less meals. I have not eaten anv kind of 
flesh in about three years, and for about 
one and one-half years have not eaten any 
kind of animal food whatever. We grind

use none but the genuine whole wheat or 
rye flour, and natural brown rice If every 
one did this, it would save some wheat 
these days. None of the deadly, (enatured, 
devitalized, demineralized, debased. aenemic 
white flour products in our household, you 
bet. I wouldn't be guilty of feeding a hog 
on junk made from white flour, to say noth- 
ing of feeding it to human beines. 

“When it comes to food, I don't believe 
man can improve on nature, and it certainly 
ig not natural to eat cooked food. None of 
the animals do, and thev are always healthy 
as long as they live a free and unmolested 
life in the open and are not sickened by do- 
mestication and consequently unnatural 
food and surroundings. 

“IT believe that any fruit, vegetable, herb 
or nut that cannot be relished in its natural 
state that is, without being cooked or mixed 
with something else to cover up a disagree 
able taste and make it palatable—ig best 
not to be eaten at all if it can be avoided. 
An animal following its natural instinct 
certainly doesn’t go around looking for 
something to chew with something it does 


not like, in order to make it palatable.”

Life Curves. 


Following is from “Over the Tea Cups,” 
by Dr. Oliver Wendell Holmes: 

“lt is a mistake to suppose that the 
normal state of health is represented by a 
straight horizontal line. Independently of 
the well-known causes which raise or de 
press the standard of vitality, there seems 
to be I think I may venture to say there 
is—a rhythmic undulation in the flow of the 
vital force. The ‘dynamo’ which furnishes 
the working powers of consciousness and 


action has its annual, its monthly, its diur- 
nal waves, even its mometary ripples, in the 
current ft furnishes. There are greater and 
lesser curves in the movement of every 
day's life—a series of ascending and de 
scending movements, a periodicity depend 
ing upon the very nature of the force at 
work in the living organism. Thus, we 
have our good seasons and our bad sea 
sons, our good days and our bad days, life 
climbing and descending in long or short 
undulations, which I have called the curve 
K health.” 

To the above tt may be added that if & 
man obeys the laws of nature and liveg a 
natural life, his downward curves will 
few and his upward curves—or rather his 
\orizontal the rule. 


Age and Climate. 


A British born correspondent recently 
asked the editor of the Care of the Body 
why, as a Tule, British born people main- 
tain their youthful appearance so much 
longer than native Americans. To which 
the editor, in semi-humorous vein, replied 
that it was probably because the Britishers 
did not spend so much time lying awake at 
night, thinking how they could “do” the 
other fellow, 

This is rather crude, but it is a fact that 
Britishers do not keep their noses so close 
to the “demnition grind” after the Almighty 
Dollar which is an effective ageing process, 
implanting crow feet on your face. 

Climate, however, has much to do with 
this question of age. The moist cool cn. 
mate of England keeps people young, where- 
as the dry electrical climate of the United 
States tends to age @ person.

Solution, 


HUNT SEATED

Supreme Court of Arizona 
Ousts Campbell. 


De Facto Executive will not 
Contest Ruling. 


Judges Unanimous in Making 
A FP. DAY WIRE.) 

PHOENIX (Ariz.) Dec. 22.—The 
Arizona Supreme Court today seated 
G. W. P. Hunt as Governor of Ari- 
zona. Hunt contested the election 
of Gov. Campbell, who now holds 
the office, 

The decision of the court Was 
unanimous. Fifteen days were al- 
lowed Gov. Campbells attorneys to 


fle an appeal. 
On the face of the returns Camp- 
bell was given the certificate of elec- 


ition by the small margin of thirty- 


one votes. Hunt instituted a con- 
test, declaring that a recount would 
show he had been elected. He de- 
clined to surrender the office on 
January 1, but when the Supreme 
Court sued an order declaring 
Campbell the de facto Governor 
pending an appeal he vacated and 
Campbell has held the effice duPing 
these months. 

On a recount of the vote, Judge 
Sanford ef the Superior ‘Court of 
Maricopa county declared Campbell 
lected. The decision of the lower 
court was regarded as ambiguous 
and an appeal was taken to the 
court above which today unanimous- 
decided that the recount showed 
at Hunt had been elected by for- 
ty-three votes.

He 
outlined it today to a delegation of 
New York farmers, who protested 
against conditions created by the 
scarcity of labor. 

Headed by F. I. C. Styver, the 
farmers representing the New York 
Federation of Farm Bureaus, ex- 
plained in detall the difficulties 
which confront the farmers. They 
did not ask for exemption of farm 
laborers, but suggested that it would 
be necessary either to exempt farm 
labor or conecript it. It was point- 
ed out that the crop of 1917 was 
short largely because of inability to 
secure sufficient labor. This, the 
farmers admitted, was due some- 
what to the migration of farm la- 
borers to industrial centers, but the 


taking of men from the farms into 
the army, it was explained, had 
made the situation worse, and if the 
crop of 1918 is to be at its maximum 
some relief must be given. 

The Secretary told the farmers he 
was studying a plan to grant fur- 
loughs in the «pring and the fall to 
boys from the farms whose training 
had been sufficiently advanced, on 
the condition that they would re- 
turn to their homes. A compulsory 
leave from the army in order to as- 
fist with the farm work, however, 
ie no part of the plan.

Modern warfare is a matter of 
cold calculation: It is a matter of 
wer maps, of chemistry, of intricate 
problems of engineering. 

The average British officer frankly 
hates the whole thing. The whole 
British idea of war is off this line of 
thought. In time of peace the —

The function of the German officer 
is to provide technical knowledge.

He is a trained, scientific director of 
battles. 

I know a Canadian officer who lay 
wounded in a hospital with two field 
artillery officers.

One was a Frenchman and 
the other an Englishman After 
his graduation from the French West 
Point the French captain had spent 
ten years in post-graduate schools 
taking courses in the higher branch- 
es of military ecience. One year be- 
fore the British officer had never 
had a uniform on. A year before 
he was an attorney practicing law in 
London. 

It goes without saying that the 
years of profound and intensive 
training have made the French bet- 
ter war scientists than the English. 

I have no doubt that the English 
government cheerfully admitted as 
much to Col. House. 

In view of the disturbed and pe- 
cullar diplomatic conditions which 
have been accentuated and increased 
by the kick-up in Russia, it is obvi- 
ously impossible for the British gov- 
ernment to acknowledge the condi- 
tion and to turn over the command 
of the British forces to a French 
officer. 

Were there no other considera- 
tions than military efficiency, the 
obvious remedy would be to appoint 
an American West Pointer as com- 
mander of the Allied forces. Great

to endanger her own domestic safety. 

It is a military axiom that a re- 
public (and English is virtually a 
republic) cannot do just what it 
likes with its troops. Every repub- 
lic must have one eye upon popular 
opinion. It cannot be dented that it 
would have a most depressing effect 
upon the populace of any country to 
see its supreme military power 
passed over to the hands of a for- 
eign nation. The Fritten empire is 
ruled by prestige instead of force. 

Before we can obtain our highest 
perfection as a millitary machine 
there must be one commander for all 
the Allied armies. There cannot be 
one commander for the Allied ar- 
mies until the diplomatic relations 
now stirred up by the Russian splash 
are thoroughly adjusted. 

PUBLIC OPINION, 

American public opinion must also 
be recognized as a vital factor in 
this crisis. We have something over 
1,000,000 men under arms In the mi- 
itary camps of America. These men 
are squirming with eagerness to get 
at the Germans. The

We, 
above all nations, will be required to 
arm ourselves. 

The future hope of the Anglo-Saxon 
word depends upona strong alilance 
between England and America.

“I have no rea- 
son to doubt the evidence presented 
here regarding your probity as a 
business man, but you have pleaded 
gullty to a serious offense because 
it involves the highest obligation due 
to this country. 

“I have never found that a 
naturalized citizen of this counry 
should forego the natural sentiments 
for the country of his birth. But 
when a man swears allegiance to a 
new country it calls for the highest 
degree of fidelity. I belleve vou are 
a gentieman. I do not feel that 1 
am called upon to add to your phy- 
sical suffering or humiliation by im- 
prisoning you.” 

The sentencing of H. A. Schroeder, 
secretary of the consulate et Hono- 
lulu under Rodiek. who pleaded guil- 
ty with the latter, was postponed 
until Monday, January 14, in order 
that he may be given an opportunity 
to testify against other of the al- 
leged conspirators.

in Damage Suit. 


Attorney Claims Operation 
Accident s Result. 
Other Side Says Ailment was 
Previously Incurred. 


Another victory was registered by 
the Los Angeles Railway Corpora- 
tion yesterday, when a jury in 
Judge Wilbur's court brought in a 
verdict for the corporation and 
against Mrs. Ethel Moore and her 
husband, D. C. Moore,. represented 
by Attornty Joseph Scott, in the 
Moores’ guits for $70,706.90 dam- 
ages for injuries Mre. Meere al- 
leged she had sustained in an auto- 
mobile accident. 

Attorney Scott made a strong plea 
for his clients, claiming that, as a 
result of the accident, Mrs. Moore 
had to be operated upon and that 
the corporation was liable through 
the negifgence of the driver of one 
of ita motor trucks. The Railway 
Corporation, through Attorney Nor- 
man Sterry, defended the sults on 
the ground that the corporation's 
employee was not negligent and 
further that Mrs. Moore's alleged 
condition was not the result of the 
accident. 

The automobile in which Mra. 
Moore was riding was driven by Mrs. 
Vincent Close. Mra. Moore was sit- 
ting in the rear seat. The auto was 
struck by the truck in the center, 
the accident happening at Sunset 
boulevard and Main streets on May 
, last. A few days after the col- 
lision the testimony showed that 
Mra. Moore had heen operated on 
for internal trouble. It was ad 
mitted by a medical expert called by 
Attorney Scott that it was improb- 
able the operation was necessary as 
the result of the accident, although 
he thought it might have been. 

The corporation's experts, Dr. 
Bryant, Dr. McGowan and others, 
declared that the accident did not 
Induce the operation. Attorney 
Sterry, in addressing the jury, stated 
in effect, that Mrs. Moore had evi- 
dently suffered internal trouble de- 
fore the accident, that she was op- 
erated upon after the accident and 
that the corporation’s employee had 
not been negligent. 2.

War stamp certificates, how- 


ever, are proving to be the most 
popular gift. Thousands of per- 
sons throughout the city, and 
millions threughout the country 
have swamped the postoffices to 
secure certifieates. Even among 
the poorer classes, where the 
patriotic spirit prevails, many 
parents have presented their off - 
Spring with a 25-cent war sav- 
ing stamp on a certificate card. 
This encourages the youngsters 
to save instead of spend. 

The United States government 
has urged American parents to 
start their children on the sav- 
ing road in a truly patriotic way 
thie Christmas by helping the 
children save and helping Uncle 
Sam to win the war. 


Word received from Washing 


ton yesterday says it Is not to 
late to put the war stamp cer- 
tificate books in the crowded 
stockings tomorrow night. If 
puree is twwo-slim to pay 
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$4.12 for a 5 certificate, a 25 
cent stamp will do just as well, 
says Uncle Sam. In fact, it will 


do better, because it will teach

War savings stamps may be 
obtained in railway stations, 
drug stores, banks, postoffices, 
and soon every progressive gro- 
cer and every retail store will 
be carrying these government 
securities as part of their stable 
lines, 

BIG SALES HERE. 

The fact that the thrift and 
war savings stampe, now on 
sale universally throughout the 
country, are intended primarily 
for those persons who did not 
feel in a position to invest their 
earnings in Liberty Bonds, has 
made their appeal unlimited. 

Since the opening of the sale 
of these national securities, an 
average sale of more than $4000 
has been maintained at the Los 
Angeles postoflice. There have 
been several days when the 
sales amounted to $6500. The 
largest sale at any substation is 
reported at the Arcade, where 
the total reached $2600 in a 
single day. 

Patriotiem and a desire to 
save have both been invoked in 
the mie of these pledges of 
Uncle Sam, and the result is 
that all classes of people are 
represented among the pur- 
chasers. Every nationality of 
which Los Angeles can boast, 
and it is a cosmopolitan city, 
have put their earnings in the 
war savings, both to assist the 
country in the great war for 
freedom and lay up something 
for the proverbial “rainy day.”

“T have just returned from my 
turn at the post.

then through these splintered trunks 
a white, bright star will slowly and 
Slilentiy rise in the distance. as a 
thistle Moats on the wind; the ghost- 
ly thing will spread ite light over 
the lines of No Man's Land, so that 
men may better see where to shoot. 
All night long these things keep go- 
ing up, like so many Roman can-

like a ‘bum’ skyrocket, and come 
down, to burn themselves out on 
the ground.

However, it is time for me to 
open the back of my ambulance to 
take out my three brancards and 
to get my blankets ready for the 
biesse. Usually he is well covered, 
so I merely give two or three blan- 
kets to the stretcher-bearers for 
their next wounded, and I keep 
those that are on the blesee after 
leaving him at the hospital One 
has to become accustomed to so 
many heart-tearing scenes. The sight 
of blood-soaked bandages is fre- 
quent, but to see a young fellow 
with blood matted between a week's 
growth of whiskers, and perhaps 
partiy covered with mud; to see a 
pair of sky-blue eves peering out 
from the paleness of intense suffer- 
ing, and perhaps to hear him talk 
of home in his delirium, are things 
one can never become accustomed 
to. Strange as it may seem, I have 
never seen a wounded Frenchman 
who was unconscious, no matter 
what the pain. I had one fellow, 
whore leg had been broken below 
the knee by a piece of eciat. and 
in some way hia foot had gotten 
turned partly around. Hew the 
poor fellow kept from groaning, I 
never knew. Lut what was more, he 
partiy eat up in his brancard and 
asked one of the carriers to turn it 
slowly around. Cautiously and gent- 
ly his comrade worked, until the 
suffering poilu said, There, aa he 
lay back on the plllowless stretcher. 
Your imagination can never paint 
the picture: you must see and ex- 
perience the bravery of wounded 
France to realize fier spirit. Bove 
of 18. men of 40, all give and suffer 
for ideals that mean more to them 
than life. And then comes our part 
to get him to the hospital and the 
skiliful surgeon quickly. for time 
means life. One must drive care- 
fully, for every jar means agony.

And, of course, it 
is to be expected that in the rain the 
jack will slip down, or the pump will 
fail to pump, or perhaps the new 
tube will make a fold, and it is neces- 
sary to take the entire casing off. 
When I reached our quarters, and 
the light, I found one legging half 
gone, my raincoat torn and streaked 
with mud up to the collar. But such 
inconveniences are all a part of ex- 
pected experiences; however, they 
do seem to make one realize that

TRAIN IN 


ORE than 100 training camps 
and stations and a number of 
aviation fields are now in full 

operation, fitting men for the shock 
of battle, in all ends of the service, 
according to official information just 
furnished to the California State 
Council of Defense by the Commit- 
tee of Public Information and the 
Counci] of National Defense in 
Washington. 

Not far from half 5 the, total 
number of men train are en- 
camped in the big National Army 
cantonments. In these the United 
States has sixteen new cities, each 
as large as Sacramento, or New 
Britain, or Davenport, or Macon. 

Sixteen camps, nearly as big as 
the cantonments, but not dullt so 
durably, are housing the National 
Guard divisions. 

Two hundred fifty thousand 
men have joined regulars since 
the war broke out. There are sev- 
enteen regular army stations and 
camps being used for the training 
of these recruits. 

Seventeen stations are engaged in 
training men for the navy, and ma- 
rines are being turned out in three 
more. 

Not all the aviation fields have 
been finished, but in a dozen of 
them cool-headed young men are be- 


Nine camps are rounding off the 
second increment of officers for the 
Reserve Corps. 

Five medical campe are in opera- 
tion and three camps for engineers. 

BUILT IN SIX MONTHS, 


All of the larger camps have been 
built im the last six months. The 
biegwest of them, the National Army 
eantonments, were pbullt in three 
months, at a total cost of $150,000,- 
000. Only a little over twice as 
much was required to, build the 
Panama Canal, and that took ten 


ears. 
4 Something between six hundred 
and seven hundred millions of feet 


Frente only one-fortieth of the 
amount regularly consumed here in 
a year. 

Up to November 12, the number 
of carloads of construction materials 
and furnishings brought into the Na- 
tional Army cantonments was 79,- 
184. To the same date building sup- 
lies used in the guard camps 
amounted to 32,370 carloads, and 
#649 carloads had been shipped in- 
to the aviation camps. 

A standard box car of 100,006 
pounds capacity is forty feet and sis 
inches long. If all the cars carry- 
ing material for these classes of 
camps could be coupled together, the 
train that would result would ex- 
tend from New York to Chicago and 
om out to Kvanston, III. 

CONTINUE WORK. 

A city tis never finished, and the 
larger training camps are cities. On 
roads, on double flooring againat the 
cold weather, on railroad connec- 
tlons—on 4 great variety of things 
that need to be done to make the 
men comfortable—work is still be- 
ing done. 

But the large construction armies 
that labored on the camps last sum- 
mer have for the most part been 
mustered out. There were weeks in 
August when more than 100,000 
men were at work on the sixteen 
National Army cantonments alone. 

The carpenters used up 93,000 
kegs of nails. They put in 140,000 
doors, 686,000 sashes and more than 
3,000,000 square feet of screens. . 

The largest of the cantonments 
are Camp Lewis, at American Lake, 
near Tacoma, Wash., and Came 
Funston at Fort Riley. Kan. The 
quota for each of these camps its 
about 47,000. Ip each camp are 
about 1400 buildings, lighted by 
over 20,000 electric lamps. 

The navy camps are emaller, but 
more picturesque, as any one will | 
admit who has seen the long white: 
lines of naval recruits drilling across 
a moving-picture screen in a week- 
ly news review. The Great Lakes 
Naval Training Station near Chica- 
go comes nearest to ranking with 
the army camps in size.

WHO LEARN TRICKS O' THE TRADE. 


“A Handbook on Story Writing” Indicates Some of the Things that Unsuccessful 
Authors Might Possibly do Well to Study—a Few Novels, including Those by 
Maurice Leblanc and Basil King—A New Book by the Author of “I Accuse,” 
who Still Insists that Germany Started the War—A Discussion of the Irish 


Question by Shane Leslie. 


HANDBOOK ON STORY WRITING. By 
Manche Colton Williams Ph.D. (Aasistant 
professor of Bnglish, Hunter College of the City 
of New York; iInetructer in shert-stery writ- 
ing, Columbia University.)

1 SOMEBODY were to compile statistics 


on the question, I believe that I would 
be awarded the honor of knowing more 


unsuccessful writers than anybody west of 

Chicago. I know a lot of them there, too. 
Many have asked why they were unsuc- 

cessful and others have been too eloquently 


opinion of editors and publishers to permit 
the suggestion hat the fault might not lie 
where the blame is placed. 


I do not really know why any of them are 
unsuccessful, although I have suspicions. I 
do not know why some writers are success 
ful, and am often tempted to believe that 
scandalous supposition about uncles own- 
ing stock in the magazines—not because 
there is a vestige of truth in it, but because 
it seems less incredible than that editors or 
public should see merit in the stories. 


I would say that I believe most story writ- 
ers are unsuccessful for the same reason 
that they would be unsuccessful musicians, 
artists, mechanics, plumbers, if they at- 
tempted any of those things with no more 
preparation than they bring to their fiction. 
The “divine spark” is a reality, but a dia- 
mond has no fire until u is polished; and 1 
have never known anybody to write a piece of 
fiction worth rereading without having spent 
an apprenticeship in the scullery. I know of 
one fellow who put in ten years of the hard- 
est kind of effort studying technique, plots, 
the methods of masters, and all the while he 
wrote with the highest aims and purposes, 
and held out his cap to the intellectual edi- 
tors, and in ten years he had some pocms 
published without pay, and sold precisely 
one story for which he received $45. At last, 
in fine disgust he turned to rip-snorting mel- 
odrama, and in the past year he has written 


only one story that did not instantly find a 


market. But he is wrong in thinking that the 
previous ten lean years were wasted. Legend 
has it that Flaubert, the master of masters, 


encouraged De Maupassant to destroy his 


stories for years before offering any, or at 
least many of them for publication. Booth 
Tarkington has related the discouragement 
with which he once watched his chickens 
come home to roost in the pigeonholes of 
his desk. 

Rupert Hughes could tell much the same 
story. Fannie Hurst has said something 
about ber ‘long trials,” but as her oyptput 
was contracted for by the Cosmopolitan by 


the time she was 30, her discouragements | 
could not have extended over a very long pe- 


ried. Irvin Cobb is the only successful 
writer of short stories that I know of who 


sold his first story—and his next ten—to a 


high-priced magazine; and he has never 
written better stories than “The Escape of 
Mr. Trimm” and “The Belled Buzzard,” 
either of which shows clearly that he did 
not offer his “first” story until he had 
learned his craft. 

The thing that makes for success in fic- 
tion is learning how to tell a story. It is 
not What one writes, but the way one writes 
that creates interest. I know a dozen suc- 
cessful. entertaining writers that havent 
had a new idea for years; but they know 
how to create interest, sustain interest and 
satisfy the interest. They have technical 
perfection and something more. But corre- 
spondence schools and others lay too much 
stress on technique; it is to fiction what 
finger exercise is to the piano, and once ac- 
quired is never consciously used. 

Prof. Williams's “A Handbook on Story 
Writing” is one of the sanest and most prac- 
tical attempts to help with fiction that is on 
the market. Regarding those who oppose 
techgique she says: “One camp asserts 
that the short story has no laws of technique 
— statement made, without exception, by 
those who have not set themselves to learn 
it. Members of the opposite camp declare 
that technique or ‘formula’ has deadened 
the story. . [t may be observed that 
the lover of fiction who demands only some 
thing under 10,000 words that is ‘interest- 
ing’ will be the first to find interest faltering, 
though he may not know why, if the strue- 
ture is inadequate to support the warp and 
woof of story material’—and techniques 
purpose is not to let interest falter.

“The Winds of the World.” 

Talbot Mundy's “The Winds of the World” 
(Bobbs-Merrill Company) comes as a kind of 
an anti-climax to the previous novel, “King 
of the Khyber Rifles.“ At no point does it 
equal the previous book, although the stories 
have much resemblance and the mysterious 
Yasmini—who might be called the un- 
crowned queen of India, at least of Mr. 
Mundy's India—is again the central charac- 
ter of his romance. Like the former book 
also, this one deals with the efforts of Ger- 
man agents at the outbreak of the war to 
create sedition among the native troops and 
to furnish them with munition; but the hero is 
a native, a Sikh, which does not in the least 
embarrass the story, however, for Ranjoor 
Singh is very much a man and displays 
those signal qualities of courage and loyalty 
that are essential to romance.

BONGS OF THE STALWART. By Grantiand

This man Grantland Rice is a remarkable 
fellow.

Says Mr. Cobb: “Grant Rice is almost the 
only man I know who has made literature 
of the sporting department of a daily paper 
not merely smart journalism, but actually .

swift, sharp, crackling metaphor, deft phras 
ing, smooth, clarified English. . . Some 
of these days they are going to nominate a 
succesor to the late James Whitcomb Riley 
as Our most typical writer of homely, gentle 
American verse. I have my candidate al- 
ready picked out. His name is Grantiand 
Rice.” 

After such an introduction a poet must ex 
pect to have much expected of him. Per 
sonally I was not very familiar with Mr. 
Rice until I encountered the “Songs of the 
Stalwart.” I have never seen his name in 
Poetry: A Magazine of Verse: nor do I re- 
call it in any of Mr. Braithwaite's antholo- 
gies which are supposed to embalm the 
meritous verse of each year: nor have len- 
countered his verse among the tailpieces of 
the highbrow magazines. I have seen it in 
Collier’s, but usually there was a golf stick 
somewhere close to his name, and I skipped 
the page. 

Now, however, by the courtesy of the 
House of Appletons I have some 206 of his 
verse corralled in a book of handy size. 
Among the first to be met with at random 
glimpsing was “The Princess Pats.” Out 
of the original regiment only twenty re 
main. Mr. Rice celebrates the survivors 
thus: 


No need to call the roll today: 
No need to read the scroll today: 
No need to seek for friends you knew among 
the first command: 
Small use to know the rest of it, 
The worst of it.—the dest of it— 
Where Fate has written each address—“Some- 
where in No Mans Land.” 


Somewhere in No Man's Land today 
You'll find the first command today, 
From Neuve Chapelle to Vimy Ridge, wherever 
they were sent; 
Their share’? A triple store of it, 
They did their bit, and more of it, 
So here's to twenty who returned where four- 
teen hundred went. 


Whoever can read that and not care te 
investigate its author further must be one 
of those sensitive souls to whom the faiat- 
est lingual syncopation is abhorrent. True, 
Mr. Rice has a bag of rhymes that he jin- 
gles, and there is nothing like a triple 
rhyme to make the esthetic tear their hair, 
but he is easy, satisfying reading and seems 
to slide into his rhymes without any mus 
cle-Wwrenching effects. Much of his verse is 
altogether too sweet— 

In Life's Lost Gardens, through the years 

The Dreamer still seeks varquished ways 

That lead through heartache and through 
tears 

Into the drift of Yesterdays— 


for my appreciation. But his songs of the 
game, the lowbrow, and occasional songs ad- 
dressed to some sportsman, or about some 
sporting event, are distinctive; they are 
more than distinctive, and have what Mr. 
Cobb has called the earmarks of literature, 
This is a stanza from a poem addressed te 
Bob Emslie, who had just concluded his 
twenty-fifth year as an umpire: 
Haunted and taunted, day by day, 

For a thousand weeks by a sore fan's squall, 
Branded a thief upon each called Rey. 

Hissed and heoted on each pite vall; 


Held to scorn in the biting sorawi, 


The One and Only Eternal Goat— 


Come, ye heroes, and crowd the Kan 
Emslles the entry that gets my vote! 


Mr. Rice is a sportman’s poet, the Laure 
ate of the Game, and a melancholy refraia 
like an echo from Villon’s lament for the 
“snows of yesteryear” runs through much 
of his verse for the good old fighters of the 
other days. The bush league gives its sons 
to the big leagues, and when ther are 
broken and slow, they come home again toe 
the small towns; the giants of the rings, 
the heroes, champions, find their match and 
betters, slip back, but ff they have played 
and played well, Mr. Rice will weave a gar 
land of song for their brows.

They had a good start 
and we had to catch up. We hope that 
now we are doing a bit of the teaching. 
One thing is true and very true: the Ger- 
man soldier is a perfect specimen of the 
modern fichting man. He is very brave and 
will fire at you after a bombardment in 
which a cat would lose six of its lives and 
all of its brains. All the German =! 
are thoroughly disciplined. Our most dim 
cult task was to instill thorough discipline | 
into our army tor in this war discipline is 
more important than courage.” 

He also speaks of the “slackers” who 
have got into the army. “There are always 
about six men in every company and every 
battery who are rotters. They are alvays 
there. In a battery one finds them at the 
wagon line. They cannot have a very happy 
time. They are always up before the C. O. 
They are not the men who do the heroic 
things. They often do the other sort. You 
will find that the crimes that get the stern- 
est punishments are the crimes that cause 
other men to suffer.” 

Lieut. MacQuarrie also suggests that “ is 
not wise to “tell an Englishman that George 
Wahington was an American. He thinks 
in a Vague sort of a way that George Wash- 
ington Was an ally of his ancestors while 
they were fighting for freedom from the 
remnants of the absolutism left in the hands 
of poor old George III.

Is it possible, without too great intellec- 
tual dishonesty, to go on believing in God 
and in Human Immortality?

THE BAGDAD RAILWAY. 


One of the most dramatic aspects of the

“The Irish Issue and its American Aspect.” 

Mr. Shane Leslie, who came out of the 
hospital a year or so ago with a book called 
“The End of a Chapter,” is among the de 
lightful people that write essays. Being an 
Irishman who did his bit in Flanders, he 
feéis that he can freely bespeak his affec 
tion for the rebellious of Dublin, and he 
has even the kindliest of tones for Sir Roger 
Casement. 

In the course of the present book, “The 
Irish Issue and Its American Aspect” 
(Charles Scribner's Sons) he pays some 
excellently turned compliments to America, 
but whether that be gratitude for America’s 
kindliness to the Irish or the dispassionate 
deductions of an observing young man, I 
would not attempt to say. 

“In Ireland the Sinn Fein movement was 
industrial, linguistic and ethical. Valiant 
| efforts were made to grow Irish tobacco and 
to enjoy it with the aid of Irish matches. 
Every class and profession was touched by 
an almost religious desire for native produc- 
tions § Scribe and poet demanded Irish pa- 
per and Irish ink. There arose a passionate 
request for Irish cloth and fabric and even 
Irish rosaries. Charwomen charred happier 
with native soap, and Celtic characters on 
the sign posts became equally the source 
of travelers’ joy and perplexity. . Yet 
this movement under normal conditions 
should no more have led to bloodshed than 
the Oxford movement have terminated in @ 
gunpowder plot. But Ireland is never nor- 
mal —and “so the revolt took place. It 
was inevitable. It was not glorious, but it 
was salutary. It was the only important 
event in Ireland since the death of Parnell. 
It seemed as though Dublin had risen like 
a hysterical woman and stabbed a man in 
armor with a broken bodkin to avenge some 
far-off, unhappy thing, and was summarily 
suppressed. There were things done on 
both sides which both would prefer te for- 
get, but which the politicians on either side 
will never allow to rest. It was 
brief, unbrotherly, sudden and spectacular. 
It was not war—buat it made history.” 

Mr. Leslie is about the only continental 
writer that I know of who is willing, at 
least to seem, to take America’s unsel ish 
and altrustic participation in the war at 
face value. He reviews our history and 
finds that we have always, been generous, 
even when imperialistic, and his review of 
that history in “Winning the United States,” 
which shows to some extent how Irish and 
German influences have struggled for Amer- 
ican sympathy, is, apart from its gratifica- 
tion to patriots, a fine piece of writing. 


Wo's COMPANY, THREE’S A CROWD.” 

The title of William Caine’s new novel, 
There's a Crowd, an Anglo-American com- 
edy, just published by Houghton Mili 
Company, is taken, of course, from the old 
saw, “Two's company, three’s a crowd.” 
The story tells of an American girl, mar- 
ried to an English painter, and of the Amer- 
ican mother’s well-meant but unfortunate 
facility for constituting the third person 
who makes a “crowd.”

Up 
to the present time there has been no one 
standard edition of this epoch-making novel 
in English, Numerous translations have 
been made, and it has appeared in many 
bindings and at widely varying prices; but 
there is not available a permanent edition 
whichgis adequate in every particular and 
which can be had for a small price. To 
fill this need Bon! and Liveright have 
added “Madame Bovary” to their now fa- 
mous series of modern reprints—the “Mod- 
ern Library.” This edition is made from 
the complete and authoritative translation 
of Eleanor Marx Aveling, and contains a 
frontispiece portrait of Fiaubert. 


MOBILIZING ART IN AMERICA. 

Throughout the United States, in most of 
the museums and art institutions, a splen- 
did series of lithographs will be shown by 
the United States government during No- 
vember. The well-known artist, Joseph 
Pennell, made these by the request of the 
governments of the United States and 
Great Britain. Art has been invoked to 
carry to the people at home the meaning 
and the progress of war preparation in 
training camps, munition factories, aviation 
stations, and all the other impressive forms 
In which the embattled nations are mobil- 
izing mind and material to defend human 
liberty.

“In the Helgoland race she came in two 
hours ahead of all the others,” the author 
says, “but had been so handicapped out of all 
chance of victory that the prize went to a 
boat to which she had allowed seven hours. 
Then in the Cuxhaven race she was working 
out to windward and forging ahead of the 
Emperor's boat when—after the start of 
the race—-they actually changed the course. 
In another race she was catching up with 
the Emperor's yacht when the latter tried 
to force her about without having the right 
of way.” 

Several pages are devoted to the Tejon 
rancho, which she calls “one of the finest 
in California.” Her description of the ranch 
headquarters, among the flowers and huge 
live oaks, and the atmosphere of romance 
that pervades the whole place, is enough to 
make one want to pull up stakes and move 
north.

the son of Francis Joseph's court chamber- 
lain, and there seems to be no reason for 
doubting their authenticity. 

I have a peculiar Interest in certain chap- 
ters, for at one time I went through many 
books that purported to give the “truth” of 
the Archduke Rudolph’s death at Meyerling 
in 1889. Rudolph was the only son— 
at least only one acknowledged—of the Em- 
peror. The first official announcement said 
an apoplectic stroke; forty-eight hours 
later the government admitted suicide; but 
on the same night at the same castle 
Baroness Marie Vecsera had also died—of 
wounds. What happened? It was another 
of those tragedies that blasted the Haps- 
burgs. Count de Resseguier offers what he, 
from his curiously intimate position with 
the court, accepted as the truth. 

Rudolph is described as a very intelll- 
gent, extravagant, sensual Prince given to 
orgies. Marie Vecsera was the daughter of 
an “old flame” of Francis Joseph's and his 
parentage over her was suspected, though 
he had found a busband for the mother. 
Rudolph and Marte’s affair was much dis- 
cussed, though she was engaged to a Baron 
Baldazzi—who was no mere pawn. As the 
author says: “He soon proved to be the 
guardian of the family honor rather than 
the convenient bridegrddm.” 

Count de Resseguier surmises that Baron 
Baldazzi knew that Marie and Rodolph 
had gone to the castle, and followed: Hal- 
dazzi looked through the window and be- 
held a revolting scene in the flickering licht. 
In the background, on a bed in an alcove, 
the Archduke Rudolph and Marie Vecrera 
slept in each other’s arms. Empty 
bottles of champagne were scattered about 
all over the place. The candles were ex- 
piring tm their sockets. Then Baldazzi 
fired without the least furry or excitement. 
He fired at his betrothed and at the heir 
to the Austrian throne. He was 4 crack 
shot and he struck both through the heart. 
Then he was seized with a mad fury. He 
threw away his gun, which was afterwards 
found by the servants of the abbey, climbed 
down into the ditch, swung himself up to 
the low window whose panes had been 


found right inside their brains. .. 
This ie the true story of the tragedy 
Meyertling.” 


The Hapsburgs are described as a rapa- 


clous house that created panics for their 
profit, wove thelr political webs through 
marriage, were utterly unscrupulous in con- 
fiscating the property of others. Francis Jo- 
seph himself, unti] age somewhat cooled his 
amorous temperament, was a connoisseur in 
pretty women and carried on intrigues even 
between sisters at the same time. He was 
cold and formal about the court, abhorred 
innovations, and was as cracked as the Kal- 
ser Wilhelm over the army. 

Of the two archdukes, Otho and Ferdinand, 
brothers, and, until the death of Otho, rivals 
for the throne—which neither was to attain, 
for Ferdinand’s death precipitated the war— 
it is sald: “While Otho was cruel to his 
soldiers and stripped his unfortunate attend- 
ants in order to tie them to hot stoves (1 


tortured im this way), Francis Ferdinand 
would prosecute one of his servants on the 
unproved charge of stealing a sixpenny 
chain, and the magistrate who acquitted 
the man would be removed immediately 
from his post.” 

Otho once got drunk at a hotel and wan- 
dered by mistake into a room belonging 
to the British Ambassador and his Wife. 
“This would not have mattered much in 
ordinary circumstances. Excuses and «a 
hurried exit would have sufficed. But the 
unfortunate fact was that the Archduke was 
naked save for a cap on his head and a 
sword at his side.” At another time Otho 
met the funeral cortege of a worthy burgher. 
“He put his horse at a gallop and leaped 
over the coffin, calmly continuing his ride.“

Consumers’ Negligence Causes 
Price to Rise, 


Food Administration Reveals 
Unusual Condition.

“For a given amount of money. 
milk will furnigh more energy value 
than eggs and meat—being a cheap- 
er source of energy than any com- 
mon food except certain cereals,” 
declares the committee, following 
this wae the statement that “milk 
is one of the most important sources 
or factors in food that are en- 
tial t growth, health and body 
regulatory functions” 

CONSUMER BLAMED. 
In endeavoring to secure 4 lower 
price for milk, after a long

The pe- 
riod from January to June in most 
cases is the period of greater profits, 
as the period from July to January 
includes the seasonal surplus and 
the season of greatest scarcity. 

“An examination as to the num 
ber of bottles not returned by con- 
sumere and the number broken in 
the plant indicates that something 
more than 60 per cent. of the on- 
tire loses of bottles fe due te the 
negligence on the part of the con- 
eumers in returning bettles, while 
less than 69 per cent., roughly 40 
per cent.. is due to breakage tn 
plant. That this lose tn bottler ts 
significant ts shown by the fact that 
the life of a bottle varies from 
twenty to thirty trips. Bottles cost 
thie period about 4 cents 
each for quart betties. Consumers 
ean lower this cost by taking greater 
care to return bottles, and no douber 
the distributors, by better efficiency 
methods, can somew lower 
breakage in the plant. A bottles 
are fragile. they, of course, will be 
broken. But the average life of a 
bottle could be greatly increased by 
conscientious efforts on the part of 
the milk consumers. Tt may be bet- 
ter for wholesale dealers, particuler- 
ly, to charge for bottles not returned, 

DISTRIBUTION COSTS. 

“The cost of distribution to the 
consumer after pasteurization and 
after the milk has reached the city, 
according to the reports, ranges from 
701 cent to 2.603 cents, with an av- 
erage of 1.116 cents per quart. 
This cost can be lowered to a cer- 
taln degree by the elimination of 
duplication of routes. 

“The committee is unanimousty of 
the opinion that many of the laws 
regulating the sale of nk are su- 
perfluous under present conditions 
and should be repealed. com- 
mittee urges every locality to ex- 
amine anew in the light of present 
fay facts all its ordinances and 
regulations created for the ostensi- 
bie object of protecting the supply 
of milk with the view of making 
these regulations simple and of re- 
ducing all unnecessary costs of milk 
production and distribution. 

“The committee Mkewise wnan- 
tmously recommends that the laws 
of the various States and cities be 
so amended as to allow standariza- 
tion of milk. By this we mean that 
the percent of butterfat and of 
solide other than fat can be stand- 
ardized. The committee earnestly 
recommends, however, that when 
standardization is authorized, it be 
authorized only with the accom- 
panying requirement that the per 
cent. of butterfat contained ia the 
milk be placed upon the stopper of 
the milk bettie, and that adequate 
guaranties be required to make cer- 
tain that these standards are lived 
up to. Standardization would, for 
instance, make it possible to sell 3 
per cent. milk at a minimum price. 

“We further believe that the num- 
bor of grades of miik should be re- 
4@uced to not lower than two or 
three, exclusive of Certified milk 
and skimmed milk,”

FRANCE, hee 
British army's long and thorough 
work in the Somme Valley is, after 
all, England's conclusive answer to 
the questions with which this series 
of articles was prefaced. My task, 
therefore, has been not only to see 
the force now in preparation and 
action, but also to study, at its 
scene, the biggest battle that Britain 
has thus far fought. 

On the first morning that our car 
set out for the Santerre we passed 
a civilian funeral in the village 
nearest our thirteenth-century 
chateau.

| GREAT ADVANTAGE. 


The great advantage of the fuels 
‘deriving from coal is the prodigious 
supply of that base which is now in 
sight. Whereas the present known 
supply of crude oll at the present 
rate of consumption will be exhaust- 
ec in less than twenty years, the 
coal supply is almost unlimited. 
| . Bengole at the present time in this 
country is prohibitively high in coat. 
This is a by-product of coal, result- 
ing in the manufacture of analines, 
coke, etc. When we have developed 
— dve- making industry to the point 
that Germany's was before the war. 
we shall have benzole in plenty, but

In England, where every drop of 
tasoline that can be imported is 


needed to drive the machines of war 
and commerce, they are using with 
much success coal gas as motor fuel. 
This is carried in ungeiniy canvas 
and rubber containers, which are not 
ornamental, to put it mildly. Re- 
cently there has appeared a new 
type of container, taking the form 
of sausage-shaped cylinders, carried 
on the running board. They hoid 
an amount of gas equal to about two 
gallons of liquid gasoline. This is 
a totally new development, and there 
le no question that with experience 
the containers will be made more 
tightiy: in fact, metheds of com- 
Dressing the gas may be found, so 
that it will make it just as easy to 
use as liquid fuels. 
ABOUT ALCOHOL 


No carburetor is used in feeding 
the coal gas to the engine. The in- 
let manifold is generally tapped for 
the gas supply, and the air is taken 
in through the regular A 
control is provided that must be 
manipulated according to the needs 
of the engine, and when the latter is 
stopped the gas must be shut off. 
Provision is made to prevent back- 
firing and ignition of the gas in the 
container. Among the advantages 
accruing from the use of coal gas 
is the fact that there is no danger 
of thie fuel mixing with the lubricat- 
ing oll, as sometimes happens with 
gasoline. Also the coal gas leaves 
no Watery deposit, and carbon de- 
posits are much jess; in fact, this 
trouble is practically eliminated. 

The ordinary engine of today will 
burn coal gas without a whimper, 
and it only remains to develop satis- 
factory means of carrying it to have 
an alternate fuel beyond reach of 
fluctuations of the crude oll supply. 

And there still remains alcohol. 
which can be produced in almost 
limitiess quantity from a variety of 
sources, wood, grain and vegetables. 
This fuel has certain decided disad- 
vantages, among Which is the rapid- 
ity with which it evaporates. To 
use it changes would have to be 
made in our present engines, com- 
pression would have to be increased 
and other alterations made. But, 
nevertheless, alcohol is a possible 
fuel that must be taken into apnsid- 
eration in any discussion of the fuel 
problem. 

From all this it appears that we 
have almost unlimited resources of 
motor fuel, even in the unlikely 
event that the gasoline supply should 
run short. With motoring on tts 
present plane of an economic and 
social necessity, there is no need to 
ery over the danger of our being left 
motoriess in a cold world.

“Something like six years ago.” 
aid Mr. Knight, “the Daimler com- 
pany was called upon te bulld «a 
motor to furnish power for a huge 
tractor bullt in England. The trac« 
tor was used in pulling what was 
known as the Renard train, a series 
of trailers. 

“The Renard train was designed 
to take the place of rall transpor- 
tation in out-of-the-way places, and 
was quite extensively used in haul- 
ing ore, supplies, etc. in deserts and 
mountainous regions. The very na- 
ture of the service demanded the 
utmost reliability in the power plant, 
as well as huge power. In building 
large motors of the poppet-vaive 
type. large valves are «a necessity, 
and cause even more trouble than do 
the small-sized poppet-vaive. This, 
among other considerations, led the 
Daimier company to adopt the 
Knight design for this work, and 
they built a huge motor. with six 
cylinders. and six-inch bore and six- 
inch stroke. They were of the ov. 
speed type, developing 106 horse 
pawer at 1000 revolutions per min- 
ute, and proved very satisfactory in 
the tractor service. 

“When the British army officers 
set about to bulld the first tanks. 
Col. Frank Searle, of the Daimler 
Motor Company turned immediately 
to this bie Knight tractor motor as 
the solution of the power plant 
problem. Col. Searle was chief en- 
gineer of the London Omnibus Com- 
pany before going to the Daimler, 
and was thorouchly famillar with 
the work of the Knight motors. 

am informed that two of these 
huge Knight motors furnish the 
power for the tanks. The tank's 
maximum speed is about four miles 
per hour, and the gear reduction 
from the motors te fourteen to one. 
That means that the two big 
Knights develop the equivalent of 
over 2600 horse power at this speed, 
which explains perhaps the remark- 
able feate which the tanks are able 
to perform.”

LITTLE TROUBLE TO MAKE USE

FROM My EXPERIENCE

I have been astounded by the

CURING THE PULP. 


In order to put the pulp in condl- 
tion for the market, it has to be put 
through a process of curing. This 
process entails considerable expense 
on the manufacturers for special 
machinery and labor. But the beet 
pulp has been found of such ase in 
fattening stock for the market and 
for milch cows that farmers, espe- 
cially dairy and stockmen, are now 
Senerally using it. Before the high 
prices of grains and feed, this dried 
beet. pulp sold at about $22.60 per 
ton on this Coast. Now it is con- 
siderabiy higher. In several cases 
where beet-sugar factories have im- 
stalled the machinery, the output of 
dried pulp has helped materially in 
paying the operating expenses of the 
factory during the campaign. 

In the process of curing pulp for 
the stock market, the wet pulp is 
first subjected to hydraulic bressure 
tor getting rid of the moisture. The 
pulp is then run into a system of re- 
volving ovens, three or four in num- 
ber. These immense drums are d 
jected to terrific heat and are kept 
revolving fast enough to prevent 
burning the pulp. Before the pulp 
enters these ovens „ quantity of 
crude molasses is mixed inte the 
mass to produce what is labeled wo- 
lasses pulp.“ This grade te sold for 
a little more tha the plain pulp. 

e molasses adds a fattening sub- 
stance Which also very palatable. 
Stock take to the molasses mixture 
very readily. But it is found where 
too liberal feeding of molasses pulp 
is followed, it is apt to prove tee 
much of a laxative. 

When the curing pulp shows & 
lightish brown color, it ts emptied 
from the ovens into a conductor 
which ends in a spout. where the 
pulp is éacked in bags of 100 pounds. 
These sach are stacked in ware- 
houses in huge piles to awalt ship- 
ment to the markets. 

As before indicated. thie Fries 
pulp is now recognized as a valuable 
addition to stock feed in the shape 
of a succulent. It ts rendered more 
agreeable to milking cows when fed 
in a moist condition. The Western 
Meat Company is feeding pulp, @ried 
and as it comes from the factory, te 
large flocks of sheep intended for 
the market. In the San Joaquin Val- 
ley 40,000 sheep were fattened on 
beet tops and pulp this past season. 
Fed tn a wet mash, & is sald te be 
excellent for chickens. 


PROFTT TO FACTORY, 


The large part of a sugar beet ix 
Juice. Only a very little over F6 per 
cent. is pulp. When the moteture is 
extracted from this pulp and k is 
put through the drying process, there 
is saved only about 4.90 per cent. of 
the pulp. The adding of molasses is 
just about enough in weight te make 
up the loss of pulp in the stopping 
of machinery and the consequent 
waste that is on 

Approximately, 100 pounds of 
dried pulp is manufactured for exch 
ton of beets sliced. Therefore a fac- 
tory slicing 60,000 tons during the 
season would manufacture about 66. 
000 sacks containing 100 pounds 
each. It can easily be seen what a 
valuable asset to the feed market 
this one item of waste now proves 
to be.

A special committee has devised a 
working plan for bringing the 
owners of untilied land and men 
with idle teams together in a co- 
operative effort to increase produe- 
tion. The committee recommends 
that a special effort be made to in- 
crease the acreage of potatoes. In 
order to make acreage that cannot 
be planted by owners available for 
the use of men whose teams would 
otherwise be idle until the begin- 
ning of spring work in the citrus 
groves, the committee suggests that 
the first moneys received from crops 
Shall for seed potatoes, water, 
fertilizer? etc.. the next to de used

laber. If this plan wins favor to 
the extent that 100 acres can be 
planted, the committee recommends 
that a manager be employed to look 
after the details of the work, such as 
the procuring of suitable seed and 


fertiliser, Dringing interested persons 
together and overseeing the various 
cultural operations, for which serv- 
lees he shall receive a percentage of 
the crop. Should this effort suc- 
ceed, it is recommended further that 
an advisory board representing labor, 
land and the Homecroft Committee 
be created to conkider with fina! au- 
thority all questions that may arise 
Guring the course of the season. 


CALEXICO.-On the 
McGrew ranch, tn the No. 6 district, 
the heaviest annual crop of any kind 
ever known the Imperial Valley 
was grown under the direction of the 
Farm Bureau. The crop was Texas 
seeded ribbon cane, a sorghum 
which gives great promise as a - 
age crop. Farm Adviser Sullivan 
filled McGrew's 200-ton sile, and 
found that the sorghum yielded 16.6 
tens to the acre, or four times as 
much as the milo silage. 


SANTA ANA.—For the year 1917 
the lima bean crop of Orange county 
will be worth $3,500,000. This is the 
return from 40,000 acres.

There 
are besides this 20,000 acres of 
black-eye beans which have a value 
of $1,750,000. The limas have sold 
for as hich as $13.69 per hundred 
and the bilack-eyes for $9.50. Ot 
course, many of the growers dis- 
posed of thelr crop at a leas figure 
before these prices prevailed.

beans. Ora county leads the coast 
country wi ite 60,0008 acres in 
beans.

The farmer has been told by the 
colleges and agricultural press that 


his land may be made to produce | straw 
But | 


twice what it is now producing. 
to do so he must feed his land as 
he feeds his stock. At first skep- 
tical, he is now beginning to learn 
the lesson that shall aid him in keep- 
ing up with hie necessities and in 
doing his bit to help feed the world. 

There are many aids to soll fer- 
tility right at the hand of the farm- 
er, natural growths of the soil it- 
self. In the San Joaquin Valley 
great grain fields have taken their 
toll from the soil for years and no 
real return has been made to the 
soll. Where straw was left after 
thrashing, uu has been burned in 
place of being plowed into the soil 
Rank growths of weeds have been 
left to go to seed; then burned off. 
This has been a bad mistake. The 
soll, although ndturally deep and 
rich, has been year after year sapped 
of one of its chief elements of pro- 
ductiveness, and much valuable fer- 
tilizing matter has been wasted. 

Sinee many of the big grain ranches 

ve given way to the small farm, 

aw burning has not been so com- 
mon. It e now used more for hay 
and tim this way converted into 
manure, one of the most valuable 
fertilizers. But there remains the 
disposition to burn the weeds and 
the growths of the farm that are 
not marketable. 

Permitting obnexious weeds to go 
to seed and thus reproduce them- 
selves ip known by all farmers to 
be a bad practices To let this 
growth go to seed instead of plow- 
ing u under while green and sav- 
ing to the soll whatever of nitro- 
genous matter it contains, is an 
added blunder. The early plowing 
under of this crowth would prevent 
Both the seeding and the burning 
operations. 

SOUTH POINTS WAT. 

The San Joaquin Valley its almost 
an empire in extent, and its indus- 
tries are varied. Big stock ranches 
are found in the foothill country un- 
Ger the snows of the hich Sierras:

Of course, the question of econe- 
my may induce 4 farmer to sell his 
straw. But in doing so he should 
come back with some other good fer- 
Unser. As a matter of fact, wheat 
is the poorest of roughage 
crops for live stock and rye straw 
ie no better and may be worse. It 
can be used to advantage only when 
a generous feeding of grain is used 
with a succulent food. Oat straw or 
hay is the best roughage of the grain 


USE OF WHEAT STRAW. 


It is true that the value of dat 
straw as a fertilizer depends largely 
upon its being used by stéck or as 
an absorbent in the stables. In ite 
dry condition it has mall value as 
compared with chemical plant food. 
But, while tt is desirable to have 
this sort of fertilizer put in the 
shape of manure, it nevertheless has 
a fair fertilizing value in its original 
state when assimilated by th soll. 
There is nothing of a vegetable na- 
ture that will not add something to 
fertility, and farmers should remem- 
ber this fact. 


Uniess a good or fair market price 
ean be had for wheat and rye straw 
it should de kept on the farm for 


fertilizing purposes. But do not 
burn the straw for this purpose. In 
a large area of the San Joaquin Val- 


ey the presence of alkaline matter 


in the soll is already excessive. To 
add more is a detriment. And if 
there ts a market for this straw 
and it is sold off the farm, a part, at 
least, of the price paid for it could 
be well Invested in other fertilizers

There is no other road to success- 
ful farming today than soil feeding 
The writer had this matter impressed 
upon his mind in a recent trip 
through the great Valley of the San 
Joaquin River. In the parts of the 
valley where natural conditions are 
favorable, farmers who feed their 
solls with the game intelligent at- 
tention that they give to the feeding 
of their stock are getting paying re- 
turn. 

A CASE IN POINT. 

Three miles to the south and east 
of Visalia there ie a farm of 160 
acres, partiy fruit, peaches and 
prunes, and general farming, includ- 
ing some dairy stock. Considerable 
alfalfa is produced on this farm and 
fed on K. The owner pays close at- 
tention to the details of stock feed- 
ing, soll fertilizing and the general 
management of his orchard. He 
gives $6000 as his income the last 
year. The farm is well provided 
with buildings for stock and fruit 
protection, and its probably worth 
about $40,000. Ten per cent. on this 
valuation would leave the owser a 
margin of $2000 for contingent ex- 
penses. 


Int@iligent conservation of nat-

It is quite noticeable that farm- 
ers who are adopting these ideas 
and tar mine aceording to them are 
generally d ing very well. Where 
the lesson has not been learned, or 


is not heeded, there is the same re- 
reult that has discouraged farmers in 


other parts of the country. The 
time is not far distant when farm- 
ers will realize that it is as neces- 
eary to feed soll to get a payin 
crop as it is to feed stock to get a 
good market price.

GROWTEH OF INDUSTRY. 

There are now five factories in 
California using the drying system 
for their waste pulp. These are lo- 
cated at Anaheim, Santa Ana, Chino, 
Oxnard and Los Alamitos. In time all 
California plants will no doubt make 
use of the drying machinery, and 
thus save a vast amount of valuable 
stock food. Ag these five factories 
annually slice upward of 500,000 
tons of beets, there is now a saving 
in stock food of upward of 600,000 
sacks annually. 

The factory at Huntington Beach is 
located in the delta of the Santa Ana 
River, near to the ocean. It is one of 
the latest to be bulk, and is equipped 
with electric power throughout. In 
this respect it is untque among the 
beet-sugar factories of the United 
States It is claimed by the manage- 
ment that considerable saving in ex- 
penses ig the result of using electrical 
power for all purposes. The Holly 8u- 
gar Company, in addition to the 
Huntington Beach plant, has during 
the past year acquired contro! of the 
Santa Ana Co-operative Company 
and the Southern California piant, 
both located in the outskirw of 
Santa Ana 

Santa Ana owes its prosperous 
condition to sugar-beet growing 
largely. Five factories within almost 
halling distance of one another, at- 
test to the value of the soils here- 
abouts and the growth of the indus- 
try. Beet growers are getting good 
returns from the old grain fields of 
that section. Twenty tons per acre is 
not an uncomm return, and the 
beets often show a very high per 
centage of sugar.

GROWERS ELATED. 


Valley growers are elated at the 
upward trend of the market, and the 
excellent demand for the long clean 
fibre grown in the “land of little 
rain.” Spot cotton sold at 11 cents 
in New York several days last week, 
and brokers believe it is going high- 
er. At 30 cents, valley growers would 
get $12,000,000 for their cotton, and, 
figuring $60 per ten, will receive 
$2,880,000 additional for the seed. 

Not one-eighth of this pin money 
has yet been received by the grow- 
ers in the valley. Those that have 
picked and ginned thelr cotton are, 
for the most part, holding their fibre 
for a higher price. On Tuesday the 
United States Department of Agri- 
culture issued a pessimistic report on 
the country’s cotton crop, showing 
it to be 1,000,000 bales shorter than 
the forecast earlier in the season, 
and valley cotton raisers believe that 
at 30 cents cotton is cheap.

The changes 
made in methods of production and 
distribution have been largely the 
result of a decade's development, and 
nowhere have they been more 
marked than in the equipment and 
management of the dairy or cow 
barn of today. 

Modern dairying has shown great-

Among the factors which have in- 
duced these conditions are legisla- 
tion, the mounting cost of labor and 
feed and the final “discovery” by 
the producer of the valué of the silo. 
DAIRY LEGISLATION. 


A much discussed act “to prevent 
the sale of impure and unwholesome 
milk and to provide rules and reg- 
ulations therefor,” went into effect 
October 1, 1917. This law re- 


NG AND EQUIPMENT. 


quires the Pasteurization of all 
milk sold at retall for human con- 
sumption in California, excepting 
when the milk is from cows free 
from and in ite eaforce- 
ment the producer must obtain «a 
score of at least 60 per cent. on the 
dairy farm score card of the United 
States Bureau of Plant Industry. 

Here is found one of the keys to 
the improved equipment now to be 
found on all sides At first blush 
the. act perhaps appears too arbi- 
trary and stringent; as likely to in- 
crease the cost of production and to 
the ultimate consumer; as certain to 
drive the Small producer out of the 
feild. But it is my belief that a 
careful examination into its work- 
ings will demonstrate that by in- 
creasipg efficiency its tendency is to- 
ward the production of a better 
product at a cheaper price. 

The points covered on the score 
eard of the Federal bureau include 
the ems of health, food and water 
for cows; the location and construc- 
tion of stables; bedding, ventiiation; 
type and condition of utensils, pro- 
vision for cleaning of milk coolers 
and milkroom; the location. con- 
@truction and facilities of the milk- 
room and the clothing of the milk- 
ers. 

Let us first see how these require- 
ments affect the Small producer. Be- 
cause a milkroom must not be lo- 
cated not nearer than fifty feet from 
a stable, privy or other unsanitary 


building, the average back-lot dairy 
with its limited ground space, has 
been forced to cease business. But 
this provision ts the only one which 
eannot be profitably carried out by 
the small dairyman or producer who 
ie in condition and willing to run a 
sanitary dairy. 

It does not always take a fancy 
buliding or equipment to produce 
good = milk „ but a good 
bulléing (even in California) and 
well-planned equipment will be 
found important factors in reducing 
cost of production. The object of 
the milk law was to make market 
milk safe by keeping out as many 
disease germs as possible and by 
Pasteurization to kill the remainder. 
In other words, u calls for healthy 
-ows and scrupulous care and clean- 
liness tn handling. 

FEWER SMALL HERDS. 

As a matter of fact, the past two 
years have seen a decrease in the 
number of small dairy herds and the 
one and two-cow suburban milk 
routes. This has been due in lesser 
degree, however, to legislative re- 
quirements than to a culling of un- 
profitable cows by reason of increas- 
ing cost of feed. Here the weeding 
out of the cow which in the past 
has little more than paid her way-— 
the two and three-gallon cow-——has 
been heavy. She had to go or bank- 
rupt her owner. 

As for the modern dairy barn, tt 
cannot be too forcibly emphasized 
that California’s climate creates

lines has taken the place of drafts. 
With the industry placed on a busi- 
nesalike basis, the fundamentals of 
cleanliness, cow comfort and health, 
convenience for the workman in 
handling the dally chores, and 
economy of construction form the 
main considerations in the planning 
of the barn. 

In plann the bullding and 
equipment ef the modern barn 
the following points should be taken 
into consideration: 

If possible the barn should run 
north and south, giving sunshine 
during some time of the day in ev- 
ery corner of the interior. The cow 
yard should be well drained. Where 
Hable to mire during rainy periods, 
a oovering of six inches of broken 
rock, with cinders or gravel on top 
will solve the trouble.

Tt is of the utmost Importance to 
have the cow barn well lighted, and 
for this purpose four square feet of 
aperture are usually required for 
each cow. ‘Windows, to obtain the 
best results, should be placed ver- 
tleally. and be flush on the inside 
to prevent accumulation of dust 
and dirt. 

MODERN EBQUIPMENT. 2 

Modern equipment not only re- 
duces labor to a minimum, but 
makes the work easier, makes the 
stock more comfortable (and hence 
increases the milk yield) and saves 
bedding and feed.

Having just completed her seventh 
official record under register 
merit rules, Sophie 19th of 
Hood Farm, called the “world’s most 
wonderful cow,” establishes a rec- 
ord for the Jersey breed, and «a 
wonderful showing of cumulative 
productiveness.

$99.1 pounds of fat. This record 
hes never yet been equalled by any 
other cow of the breed. 


One of the things that her records 
fail to show is the fact that Sophie 
is not only a wonderful producer, 
but a most remarkable reproducer. 
Resides being a champion herself, 
she has produced champions. One 
of her sons, Pogis dein of Hood 
Farm, is the sire of twenty-six offi- 
clally tested daughters, whose aver- 
age production for one year is 620 
pounds of butter. Two of these cows 
are champions in the 3-year-old and 
4-year-old classes At this age they 
have even surpassed the produc- 
tion of their granddam, Sophie 19th. 
The first of these, Sophie's Adora, 
who is 4-yéar-old champion of the 
breed, made 15,5852 pounds of milk 
and 1110 pounds of butter in one 
year. The second is Sophie's Bertha. 
83-year-old champion, with a record 
of 14,554 pounds of milk and 1636 
pounds of butter. Another grand- 
daughter, Sophie's Dolly Dimple, re- 
eentiy completed a record of 10,818 
pounds of milk and 860 pounds of 
butter, which made her champion 
2-year-old Jersey cow of Ohio.

Fort Hill Farm Chief. her sire, had 
but two other tested Gaughters, and 
was slaughtered before he had an 
opportunity to show his true worth. 
Back of him ts Sophie's Tormentor. 
Merry Maiden, and Brown Bessie, 
who was champton butter cow over 
all breeds at the World's Fair in 
Chicago, 1893. We also find Tor- 
mentor, who was sire of thirty-five 
butter-tested daughters, and the sire 
of Hood Farm Torone with seventy-

With present 
high prices for feed and labor, the 
only way for the stockman to se- 
eure satisfactory returns, is to care- 
fully plan his feeding system 60 as 
to make as cheap as possible with- 
out appreciabie sacrifice of efficiency. 
By replacing a part of the roughage 
commonly fed with low-grade feed 
materials, as suggested, the wan 
able hay supply will go farther 
than is now the case, and we shall 
be able to increase the production 
of anim@ foods, and thus in a meas 
ure aid In ameliorating some of the 
unfortunate conditions to which the 
war has given rise.

Peanut Crowded Oat. 
Time was when California pro- 


duced hundreds of cars of peanuts, 


says the California Cultivator. To- 
day she is producing practically none 
for the reason that other crops have 
proved far more profitable. This 
Mas been especially the case since 
the importation of large quantities 
from the Orient. The Japanese pea- 
nut is inferior, but has filled the 
market at such low price that 
Amgricans have found no profit in 
it. Orange county used to be the 
principal peanut growing section. 
Peanuts are planted the same as 
corn, on well pulverized, light, fri- 
able soil. Plant to a depth of six 
or ten inches from early April until 
the first of June. Distance between 
rows is determined partly by quality 
of soll, usually about three feet. 
Kernels are dropped in row twelve 
to twenty inches apart. They are 
harvested much as are beans, that 
is, cutting the roots, winrowing and 
stacking.

to graze live stock on the national 
forests and the necessity of going 
ahead with the work of developing 
the forest rasges to the utmost are 
emphasized by Acting Forester A. F. 
Potter in the annual report of 
forest service of the United States 
Department of Agriculture. 
settlement of the pubiic domain 
brings rew applicants for grazing 
privileges with each succeeding sea- 
son, While the continued high prices 
received for meat, wool and hides 
are an incentive for the older per- 
mittees to endeavor to increase their 
numbers. New permits for an in- 
creased numbér of animals and an 
advance in the grazing fees made 
Guring the year brought the total re- 
celpts from grazing up to $1,549,000. 

The winter season of 1916-17 was 
the most disastrous the range stock- 
men of the West have known, Mr. 
Potter states. There have been years 
when the local losses were heavier, 
but never when the losses were so 
general in every range State. As a 
result of continued severe weather 
throughout the winter months and 
a Search of hay, which was hard 
to get at any price, stockmen suf- 
fered severe losses. The lamb crop 
for the entire West was probably 15 
to 20 r cent. below the average, 
while the calf crop was considerably 
below normal. Because of the short- 
age of feed on the open range the 
nationa) forests were opened to graz- 
ing in advance of the regular season 
and several hundred thousand sheep 
and cattle were admitted to the for- 
est ranges.

A study of the methods of herd- 
ing goats has resulted in an improve- 
ment In the handling of these 
mals on the range. On the Jornada 
Range Reserve 4 calf crop fully 10 
per cent. above the average was 
saved from a breeding herd held on 
a fenced under improved 
methods and given a small amount 
of supplemental feed. From another 
herd, fed an average of fifty pounds 
of cottonseed cake per head and 
given still better care, the calf crop 
exceeded the average by more than 
20 per cent. 

On some of the Utah, Montana and 
California forests testa were made 
which further demonstrated the ad- 
vantages of the “bedding out” sys- 
tem of handling sheep over the old 
method of close herding with dogs. 
Advance was made in the methods 
of salting cattle and in showing the 
value of well-distributed watering 
places. On a number of forests dem- 
onstration tests were made of erad- 
ication of the polsonous tall lark- 
spur. In every case, the report 
states, the losses from  polsoning 
were reduced to an extent which 
more than justified the cost. Minor 
investigations were also to 
work out methods of getting rid of 
other poisonous plants.

weeks in the spring of the year. 
When the harvest was gathered, and 
Bagiand found she had enough food 
te withstand any blockade of sub- 
marines for anether year, credit was 
given the tractor as a most effective 
weapon of warfare. 


France had the same experience. 
The government subsidized the 
manufacture of tractors and organ- 
ized schools for thelr operation. 

The United States, the last great 
power to enter the conflict, is soon 
to find that the m tractor is a 
necessity of war. Un the day ap- 
proaching when the essentials will 
he separated from the nonessentials, 
and the former given preference in 
the delivery of fuel and materials, 
the Priority Committee of the War 
Industries Board must recognize the 
farm tractor, as it was recognized 
in England and France, as one of 
the really effective agencies for car- 
rying on the war 

N effort, as everyone knows, has 


heen spared to impress upon the 
farmer that he must bear a large 
share of the burden of winning the 
war for America. Speakers in the- 
aters, writers in magazines and ora- 
tors im pulpits have exhorted the 
farmer to plow, plant and produce. 
He has been urged to raise another 
row of beans, another field of po- 
tatoes, double his whbat acreage and 


to cultivate every available foot of 
land. 


But the farmer has been given the 
task of helping to win the war and 
then he has, in a way, been left to 
shift for himself. Confronted with 
a multitude of problems, he faces 
task of no mean proportion. 
Farmers in ever-increasing numbers 
are coming to the idea of remedying 
the shortage of labor and horses by 
motorizing their farm. The prob- 
lem is getting to be not so much 
te educate the farmers to use the 
tractor as to get the tractors for 
those who want them. 

The production of tractors is hin- 
dered by the shortage of materials 
Government orders, which precede 
all others, have made it almost im- 
possible for the manufacturers of 
tractors to obtain steel. The situa- 
tion ts dally growing more serious 
and with the approach of winter. 
when production of tractors should 
— at its height, something must be 

one. 

Unless the government recognizes 
the farmers’ predicament and grants 
priority to steel for the manufacture 


of tractors, the American farmer 
cannot bear his share of the burden 
of war.

FORESTALL INSECT

Cutworms, which hide in the soll

or a few inches under ground. Where 
they can find protection during the

Its two wheels 
are so constructed as to “walk” in 
and out of the ground, going to the 
hard subsoll or plow pan for trac- 
tien. When the machine is at work, 
the “grousers” or legs simk into the 
soll, acting ae itators and either

011. 

This tractor, it ts declared by the 
manufacturers, will plow four acres 
per day with a light fuel consump- 
tion of distillate per acre, depend- 
ing on the soll and depth plowed.

If chickens are available for the 
purpose, they ought to be allowed 
free access to the newly turned over 
soll for a time, as the fresh meat in 
the form of insects, which they will 
find there will prove a very wel- 
come addition to their diet, and its 
removal will go far towards insur- 
ing a fair start to the garden crop.)
